There you 
will find no propofition advantéd repug- 
nant toreajon, but, on the contrary, every 
doétrine, every precept grounded on the 
folid bafis of rational principles——and 
therefore His word was with power. Is 
there any fhadow of probability to pre- 
fume, that the 3000 profelytes which were 
gained over to the Chriftian faith, by the 
fermon of Peter, were captivated merely 
by fpecious found, artificial colourings, 
and flowers of rhetoric ? 

Certainly you ought, much rather, to 
impute their fudden converfion to the 
ftrength of argument, and force of rea- § 
foning difpleyed in his difeourfe, by 
which thew prepcfefions were thaken, and 
their prejudices \oofened. 

What could extort that confeffion from 
the mouth of king Agrippa — “ Almoft 
thou perfuadefi me to’ be a Chriftian.”

So alfo the 12th verfe of the fame chapter, 
“* Biefled is he that waiteth, and cometh to 
the thoufand three hundred and five and thirty 
days.” If this number commences at the 
fime time with the former, and we have great 
teafon to believe it does; then there remains 
m forty and five days after the deftruétion of 
» Anti-Chrift, for. the deftruction of his hofts; 
to bury their carcafes, to cleanfe the land 
and the temple, and to prepare all things 
fuitably, for the entrance ot our blefled Lord 
into the temple, according to the prophet 
Exekiel’s vifion, This way. of interpreting 
thois numbers, makes the whole clear and 
intelligible. But to fuppofe them to be put a 
day for a year. as moft commentators have 
‘agined, introduces fuch difficulties, that 
none of them have yet been been able to tell, 
wan any degree of certainty, or even proba- 
bility, ether when they were to commence, 
mt when they are toend.  Befides it feems,

months :"’ all corretpond exaétly to one and 
the fame period, of three years and an half: 
and as the feveral fubjeéts, about which they 
are ufed, are relative to each other, there is 
the more reafon to think this interpretation 
right; whilft the contrary way of expounding 
them, has led many to fix the precife year, 
for the commencement of fome extraordinary 
events, and for the conclufion of others; 
which God hath referved in his own power, 
te accomplith and fulfill, in the moft fuita- 
ble times and feafons. And fuch as have tak- 
en upon them to fix thofe years, have fome- 
umes out-lived their own calculations, But 
I think all fuch attemps are direétly contrary 
to the infiruétions of our bleffed lord himfel: ; 
who feems exprefsly to forbid his apoftles, nor 
only to make fuch calculations about the times 
to come, but even from enquiring after the 

time when fuch future events will take place. * 

For a little before he afcended up into heaven, 

A&is i, 6,7, “ they afked him, fay'ag, Lord, 

wilt thou at this time reftore again the king- 

dom to Ifrael? and he faid unto them, it is 

not for you to know the times and the feafons, 

which the father hath put in his own 

pewer.”” And with refpec to his own fecond 

appearance, he has affured us, Matth. xxiv. 

36. Mark xiii. 32, “‘ but of that day, and 
that hour, knoweth no man, no not the an- 

gels which are in heaven ; neither the fon, but 

my father only.” 

There is alfo another number in the pro- 
phefy of Danicl, relating to the fame perfon 
and times fpoken of Ch, vii. 25, 26. Ch. xi. 
31— 45. Ch. xii. 6, 7, 11. which isch, 
Vili. 24, 22, a8 follows, * By him the daily 
facrifiee fhall be taken away, and the place, 
the altar of his fanftuary was ‘caft down, 
and an hoft was given him againft the daily 
facrifice, by reafon of tranfgreflion, &c.”’ 
Then the queftion is afked, “‘ How long hall 
be the vifion concerning the daly facrifice, 
and the t ffon ef defolation, to give 
both the fanctuary and the hoft to be trcdden 
under foot?” ‘That is, how long fhall this 
profanation, and obftruétion of the daily {a- 
crifice continue ? The an{wer is, “* Unto two 
thoufand and three hundred days; thes hail 
the fan€tuary be cleanfed.”’ Now if thofe days 
fignify fo many years, and to commence from 
the fiege and defitryétion of Jerufalem, under 
Titus Vefpafian, when the daily facsifice lait 
ceafed, and the Jews themfelves were carried

xii. 11. from the time that the daily facrifice 
fhall be taken away, and the abomination 
which maketh defolate fet up, there thall be 
a thoufand two hundred and ninety days: fo 
that by the fame rule of computing days for 
years, the time has been expired above 400 
years already; and yet all things continue as 
as they weré at that time; and hence arifes 
a difference between the two numbers, of 
above 1000 years; a reafon fufficient, furely, 
for rejecting that way of computation. Be- 
fides, I think, the words *“* Then fhal!l the 
fantuary be cleanfed; with great propriety 
prefuppofes, that the temple, here {poken of, 
fhall not be entirely deftroyed, as the laft tem- 
ple was by the Romans; for that muft re- 


quire a rebuilding, inftead of a cleanfing;- 


which word implies, that this temple not 
being deftroyed, but preferved in its fplendor 
and excellence, hall only be polluted by 
fome ftrange proftitution of it, and fo made 
ufe of for fume impure, moft eorrupt and pro- 
fane worfhip. And when it ‘is faid, “* The 
daily facrifice thall be taken away, it may, in 
correfpondence wit this be underftood, that 
it thall. be prohibited by fome powerful ‘one, 
who will] not permit, nor fuffer that fervice of 
@od to be continued ; and therefore he hall 
caufe the altar (which was etleemed a fanc- 
tuary, 1 Kings it. 28 — 30.) to be caf 
down. And it is farther remarkable, where 
this lait and moft fevere tribulation is foretold, 
that the angel affured the prophet Daniel ; 
*¢ And at that'time thy people thall be deli- 
vered.”"-— Which words are inconfifent with 
what befel his people, when the city and 
temple of Jerufalem were overthrown, and 
totally deftroyed by the Romans; for then 
thofe Jews who efcaped the fword and the 
famine,were made captives and fold for flaves: 
So that the tribulation here foretold, cannot 
relate to the calamities brought upon his 
people by Titus and his armies. 

But it may be faid, is not the difference of 
the above numbets equally the fame in pro- 
sortion, .if they be underftood only of days na- 
tural? I anfwer yes.— But then our blefled 
Lord himfelf, Matth. xxiv. rg@éa2. Mark 
xiii. r4—20. Where he treats of this “* abo- 
mination of defolation, fpoken of by Daniel 
the prephet, with the gfeat tribulation and 
affiGtion, "which his people would be involved 
in by it, has there inftructed us, hew to ac- 
count for the difference of the two numbers ; 
which is thrée years wanting forty days (at 
twelve months, of 70 days each, to the year), 
For as both the prophecies relate to the actions 


of a moft witked, and inipjous pertecutor,’ 


determined to deftroy God's people, and accord- 
inig to our Lofd’s words, ed of fuch 
power, and filled with fuch rage and fury 
agiini the’ people of God; that “ Exeept 
thofe days thould be, o« had been thortened,

ele& fake thofe days thall be thorteneg.” Or 
as St.Mark expreffes it, ‘‘ except the Lord hai 
thortened thofe days no fieth thould be faved ;

he hath fhortened the days:"’ and therefore 
the parpofes of this vile perfon, this creel jos 
of perdition, the moft impious of all the buman 
race, ‘thall be defeated. He thall not retain 
that power 2300 days, but his end thall coms 
at the expiration of forty and two months: » 
1260 days after he has “ exalted and m>enie 
fied himfelf even to the prince of the hos.” 
that is, after he takes on himfelf the title 
and pretends to be the Chrift, the true Mec 
fiah, fo long foretold, and fo much ex 
and defired, both by Jews and Chriftians, 
“magnifying himfelf above every God, above 
al) that is’ called God, or that is worthipped, 
and fpeaking marvellous things againt |}, 
God of Gods ;"" fo that he, as God, fittethis 
the temple of God, thewing himéclf that by 
is God. Dan. viii. 11. Ch. xi. 36. 2 Thef 
ii, 4. But when 1260 days are expired, x 
end ‘fhall’ be put to his impiety, and to tha 
cruel perfecution and tribulation, raifed ty 
him, which will far exceed any thing of the 
kind, that ever was in the world befere his 
time ; fo that he fhall mot continue to the 
term firft mentioned of 2300 days.

to expeét. © Add ‘to this, that the prejudices 
and prepoffeffions even of infancy, when once 
contracted, are with the greateft difficulty re- 
moved. We have experience enough, to 
jultify the truth of this. If ‘then we be not 
before hand with the world, in our care, it 
will be before hand with us. 

As to the particular affociations we fhould 
tnéeavour to frame in the minds of children ;

oughtgo effect this, and begin the work in 
time, they would, in fome meafure, antici- 
pate the corruptions of nature, and fee their 
children become, confiderable proficients, in 
the fchool of virtue, before the follies and 
d&iMfipations of youth had taken hold of them. 
They would then fee the man and the Chrif- 
tian grow up together, and might reafonably 
hope to have their expeétationsSone day an- 
fwered, and dll their labour and pains amply 
réwatded. Ina word, encourage your child 
in his duty, or, your teaching him what it is, 
will be to fittle purpofe. “You cannot fuppofe 
childrén ¢apable of entering into fuch ab- 
ftratted reafonings, a8 to love either religion 
or learning, upon fuch motives as they ought. 
It ig then your duty to fubftitute others, till 
thefe can take place. - If you fuffer the no- 
tion of ‘any religious duty, to be joined with 
that of a difagreeable reftraint, without any 
emolumentin view ; religion will always care 
ty with it the idea of a four, rigid inftitu- 
tion: The fame will happen with regard to 
learning ; if children never fit down to their 
ftudies, but under the impreffions of Mavith 
fear and dread, why fhould you wonder, if 
they often contract am antipathy to books in 
general. 

If, on the other hand, we would apply this 
faculty the mind has, of uniting its ideas, ef- 
fe€tually to deter our children from the love 
of vice, we muft exercife a copftant and uni- 
form cafe, to prevent any pleafure’s refulting 
trom the tran{greffion of their duty. 

The affociations toe, thet regard purely the 
reafon and intellect, ought narrowly to be 
watched, What are all obftinate prejudices 
in opinion, but fo many abfurd, incoherent 
ideas, which fome prevailing paffion or inte- 
reft,, has once eflablifhed in the mind? The 
ideas of children with refpeét to God, a fu- 
ture flate, the foul of man, and the like, 
will, upon examination, be.generally found 
full of abfurdities, I know very well how im- 
poflible it is to convey to young minds any 
conceptions, the leaft adequate to things fo 
abfirufe as thefe ; but there is no reafon, we 
fhould fuffer them, to_ imbibe fal’e. notions, 
becaufe they are_not able to comprehend the 
true. Thefe are things ge overlooked. 
by parents; amd yet that they may be the 
foundation of the greateit ‘errors, is very cere 
tain 5 
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tain ; and it is probable too, they often are. 
But as what I chiefly intended to infift upon, 
was the neceflity of teaching children early, to 
take pleafure in their duty, | fhall difmifs my 
fubjeét with referring the reader to Mr.Locke, 
for inftances, in which the combination of 
ideas fo remarkably affeéts our notions and 
seafonings ; where he may find the whole 
matter difcuffed with that mafterly judgment 
and precifion, which is fo peculiar to the pen 
ef that great metaphyfician.

The French King’s Declaration of War againft 
Portugal. 


HE KING and the catholic king be- 

ing obliged to fupport a war again 
England, have entered into reciprocal engage- 
ments to curb the exceffive ambition of that 
crown, and the defpotifm which it pretends 
to ufurp, in every fea, and particularly in the 
Eaft and Weft-Indies, over the trade and na- 
vigation ef other powers. 

Their majeftics judged that one proper 
flep for attaining this end would be, to in- 
vite the king of Portugal to enter into their 
alliance. ft was natural to think that the 
propofals which were made to that prince on 
this fubjeft, in the name of his majefty and 
of his catholic maiefty, would be readily ac- 
cepted. This opinion was founded on the 
eonfideration of what the moft faithful king 
ewed to him(felf and to his people, who from 
the beginning of the prefent century have 

oaned under the imperious yoke of the 
Englith. Befides, the event hath but too 
clearly thewn the neeeffity of the juft mea- 
fares takem by France and Spain with regard 
to a fufpicious and dangerous neutrality that 
had all the inconveniencies of a concealed 
war. 

The memorials prefented to the court of 
Lifbon on this fubjeét have been made pub- 
fick : ali Europe hath feen the folid reafons 
of jaftice and conveniency which were the 
foundation of their demand on the king of 
Portugal: to thofe were added, on the part 
of Spain, motives of the moft tender friend- 
thip and affinity, which ought to have made 
the ftrongeft and moft falutary impreffion on 
the mind of the moft faithful king. 

But thefe powerful and juft confderations 
were fo far from determining that prince to 
unite with his majefty und his catholic ma- 
jetty, that he abfolutely vejected their offers, 
and chofe to facrifice their alliance, bis own 
glory, and the good of his people, to his 
anlimited and blind devotion to the. will of 
England

Neverthelefs, his majetty and his Cathol 
majefty thought it their duty to keep

the Spanith troops have entered Por; 
this invafion, which was become indifpents. 
bly neceffary, was not accompanied with 
declaration of war ; and the troops have }, 
haved with all the circum {peétion that cou 
be required even in a friendly and neutral 
ftate. 

All this moderation has been thrown away, 
The king of Portugal hath juf now declare 
war in form againft France and Spain. Thy 
unexpected ftep forced the catholic king y 
make the like declaration againgt Portugal; 
and the king [of France] can no longer d 
fer taking the fame refolution. 

Independent of the motives which are com. 
mon to the two monarchs, each hath lepu 
rate grievances to alledge againft P 
which of themfelves would be fufficien: » 
juftify the extremity to which their Majetis 
id themfelves with regret obliged to pm 
ceed. 

Every one knows the unjuft and violent « 
tack made by the English, in 1759, on fom 
of the [French] king's fhips under the cw 
non of the Portugueze forts at Lagos. His 
majetty demanded of the moft faithful kin 
to procure him reftitution of thofe hips: 
but that prince’s minifters, in contempt ¢ 
what was due to the rules of jutftice, the lan 
of the fea, the fovereignty and territory d 
their mafter (all which were indecently vie 
lated by the moft {candalous infraction of the 
rights of fovereigns and of nations) in a 
{wer to the repeated requifitions of the king 
ambafiador on this head, made only vagu 
fpeeches with an air ‘of indifference that be 
dered on derifion. 

At the fame time, the, court of Lihe, 
pretending to be ignorant that fovereigns 
who hold their rank of their birth only an 
the dignity of their crown, can never pr 
mit, under any pretext, any potentatc ¥ 
attempt to infringe prerogatives and gh 
belonging to the antiquity and mij} 
ef their throne, hath pretended to ch- 
blith, without diftin@tion, an alternativ d 
precedence between all the ambatiadors ai 
forcign minifters about the king of Fe 
tugal. The king, being informed by™ 
ambaflador, of the notification that ba

unexampled ation, fignified in wou" 
to the moft faithful king, his jul di 
faGtion; and hig.majeity declared, that b# 
would never fuffer any attempt to be mak ®

; In the beginning of the prefent century, 
the court of Lifbon was very forward to ac- 
. knowledge king Philip V. of glorious me- 
. mory, and contracted formal engagements 
2 with France and Spain: Peter II. who at 
‘ that time filled the throne of Portugal, feem- 
a ed to enter cordially into the alliance of the 
two crowns: but after diflem bling his fecret in- 
® tentions, for three years, he brake all hid 
i. | promifes, and the neutrality which he had 
1 | afterwards folicited, and which, in a letter to 
2 the republic of the united provinces he had 
fi even advifed her to embrace, and joined the 
m esemies of France end Spain. ‘The fame 
8 confidence, and the fame fecurity, on the part 
of of the two crowns, in the prefent ftate of 
wi things, weuld undoubtedly have been fol- 
lowed by the like defection in the court of 
Lion. 
United to the catholic king by indiffoluble 
fentiments of tender friendfhip and common 
uaterefis, the king hopes that their united

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efforts will be favoured by the God of hofts, 
and will in the end compel the king of Por- 
tugal to conduct himielf on principles more 
conformable to found policy, the good of his 
people, and the ties of blood which unite 
him to his majefty and his catholic majefty. 

The king commands and enjcins all his 
fubjeéts, vaffals, and fervants, to fall upon 
the fubjeéts of the king of Portugal; and 
exprefsly prohibits them from having any com- 
munication, commerce, or intelligence with 
them, on pain of death ; and accordingly his 
majefly hath from this date revoked, and 
hereby revokes, all licences, paflports, fafe- 
guards, and fafe-conduéts contrary to thefe 
prefents, that may have been granted by him 
or his lieutenant generals, and other officers 5 
declaring them nul! and void, and of no ef- 
fect; and forbidding all perfons to pay any 
regard thereto. And whereas, in contempt 
of the XVth article of the treaty of peace 
bitween France and Portugal, figned at 
Utrecht, April 11, 1713 (and by which it is 
expreisly ftipulated, “* That in cafe of a rupture 
between the two crowns, the fpase of fix 
months after the faid rupture fhall be granted 
their fubjeéts refpectively, to fell or remove 
their effects, and withdraw their perfons 
if they think fit”) the king of Portugal hath 
juft now ordered that all the French who are 
in his kingdom fhould leave it in the {pace 
of fifteen days, and that their effeéts thould be 
confifcated and fequeftrated; his majefty, by 
way. of juft reprizals, commands, that all the 
Poxtuguefe in his dominions fhall, in like 
manner, leave them within the fpace of fif- 
teen days from the date hereof, and that all 
their efteéts thall be confifcated.

This I at firft apprehend- 
ed could only be meant to prepare for action, 
and therefore, though at that diftance, I 
hoifted the colours, and fired a thot at the 
neareft fhip, when they all hoifted Englith

forthward: Upon Which we made fail, ffood 
on and tacked after them. I continued the 
chace, being little wind, till three in the af- 
ternoon, when moft of the convoy being more 
than hull down, the enemy gaining from us, 
and not the leaft probability of bringing them 
tu action, I judged it beft for the fervice I was 
fent upon, to difcontinue the purfuit, in order 
to rejoin the convoy before night, which we 
did about fun-fet: But as I was fearful thefe 
fhips, feeing they failed fo much better than 
we, might again bear away with an intention 
to cut off fome of the fternmoft of the convoy, 
I direéted the Albion Indiaman to carry the 
ight, and lead for this night, whilf we re- 
mained in the rear with the men of war, the 
better to fupport the trade from their at- 
tempts. We-never faw them afterwards.

An exprefs arrived from admiral Pocock, 
with advice, that he arrived off the Havan- 
nah the 23d of May, with his whole fleet, 
and had been joined by all the tran{fports, 
and feveral other fhips from Admiral Rodney:

€ fituation of the two regiments was at 
this time very critical; but the mutual fup- 
port which they gave each other, Elljoc’s dra- 
mms, by continual skjrmifhing with the ene- 
my, and the Blucs by their mancuvres in 
fquadrons and by their fleady countenance, 
kept the enemy, at bay till the infantry could 
come up. They then began their retreat 
in the utmoft hurry, the grenadiers‘and high- 
landers following them with their, ufual ar- 
dour, If their infantry had not pofted them- 
felves in. a hollow way, to fuftain their {qua- 
drons, which the Blues and Elliot’s were 
charging, the whole would have been routed. 
During their retreat, Lord Cavendith’s corps, 
which ¢ould not advance fooner, followed 
them Clofe, and-pufhed them vigoroully, _ . 
Colonels Hervey and Erckine, majors Forbes 
and Ainfley, diftinguithed themfelves greatly. 
Our lofs in killed, wounded, and taken, 
may be about 80 men; that of the enemy is 
very, confiderable, the number of. prifonere 
made by us amounting to upwards of 250. 
Tho’ the troops were fatigued, they did not 
fail, however, to puh she 2 regiments of Huf- 
fars of Bauer and Riedefel to Rothenbourg, in 
order to deitroy the enemy's magazine there, 
which was confiderable ; wherein lieut. co- 
lone] de Riedefel fucceeded perfectly well. 
The molt material picce of news we have 
from Silefia is, that the body of Ruffian 
troops under general Czernichew, confifting of 
19 battalions, and 12 {quadrons, pafied the 
Oder on the 2oth of June, and foon after 
joined the Pruffian army; yet nothing but 
ikirmifhes has as yet happened between the 
Pruffian and Auftrian armies; ‘in one of 
which the Auftrian general Drafkowitz, with 
17 officers, and goo men, were made prifon- 
ers, at Ottmachau, by a nd of er ge 
commanded nded by major general Grant, who, at 
the beginnin : of this war, was aid-de-camp 
to veldt marthal Keith, and was fent hither 
exprefs with the news of the king of Pruffia's 
firit vi€tory over the Auftrians*. | 
From,Saxony we hear,. that prince Henry’s 
having fo fuccefsfully repulfed the Auftrianst, 
has given fuch a turn to the war.in that part 
of Germany, th e Imperial army has been 
obliged to retre to Franconia, and the 
Auftrians into Buhemia. : 
No hoftilities have as yet happened between 
the Danes and Ruffians, nor have their armies 
as yet approached near to one another; but 
in the megan. time his Danifh majefty has 
compelled the city of Hamburgh, to_ advance 
him a milliog of Rixdollars, and the city of 
Lubeck to give him poffeffion of their port
